Embalmer’s Basement Home for 9

Five little Negro children sat gn a coffin box 
eating their supper. 

Flies swarmed around their toes. A mongrel 
puppy walked up to the doorway, where an out- 
door water faucet had made a mud puddle, and 
lapped his fill of dirty water. 

In the yard the fragrance of charcoal burn- 
ing in the httle furnace, where the supper was 
cooked, mingled with a horrible stench. Bessie 
Stevens, mother of the brood, walked past the 
tightly shut door to the embalming room, peered 
around the corner of a beautiful shiny hearse 
and sniffed the air. 

“Something’s dead around here,” 
“Something like a rat.” 

“It is a rat, Mama. I seen him!” One of the 
little boys put down his plate excitedly and 
pointed into the dim recesses of the windowless 
basement, where his older sister lighted a kero- 
sene lamp. 

“Well,” said Bessie, with spirit, “us got to git 
to hunting. It ain’t the finest home in the 
world—but it all us got. And we’s ain’t going 
to put up with no dead rats.” 

Their “home’’—one basement room in a Mitch- 
ell Street embalming establishment—was_ the 
only choice Bessie had when she and her brood 
were “burned out” of their Davis Street apart- 
ment. It was offered to them without apology 
by the undertaker, who knew it was neither a 
suitable nor comfortable abode for eight chil-

The date for beginning of the 
draft has not been set, either, but 
Hershey said last week it probably 
would be shortly after Oct. 1. 

Registration of all men 18 
through 25 begins Aug. 30 and con- 
tinues through Sept. 18. This will 
be done by age groups, too, with 
men of 25 signing up first, men

The draft head stressed that all 
men must register, including vet- 
erans, unless they are on active 
duty in the Armed Services.

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The President's Message 


Inflation is like a runaway horse and 
buggy. 

You can’t stop it by hollering “Whoa!” 

Somebody has got to go out and catch 
the horse and get dragged along, being 
skinned up and hurt in the process. Or, 
you just wait until the horse runs out of 
breath, hoping it won’t smash itself and 
the buggy against a tree. 

President Harry S. Truman yesterday 
spoke to Congress about inflation. He 
made eight points. 

In effect he hollered “Whoa” eight 
times. He did not try to catch the herse 
and stop it. 

If you take his speech in an over-all 
manner, it sounds pretty good. But, it is 
a strange mixture of evasion and either 
ignorance or hypocrisy. One thing he said 
was perfectly true. The cost of living is 
the chief concern ana worry and fear of 
most of the people. A lot of people are 
being hurt. But hollering “Whoa” won't 
help. | 

Let’s take up the points. 

1. Re-establishment of excess profits 
tax to provide a Treasury surplus. That 
proposal makes sense if it would provide 
a true surplus. But, if, as indicated, the 
money thus collected would be spent for 
increased construction, wages, pensions, 
and so on, then obviously inflation would 
not be checked but, on the contrary, 
would be continued with perhaps in- 
creased acceleration. 

2. Restoration of consumer credit con- 
trols. No great objection. 

3. Request for Federal Reserve Board 
to be given greater authority to regulate 
bank credits. This is just a little hypo- 
critical. The Board has authority which 
would stop inflation within a few months. 
But it would be like catching the horse. 
It would break some bones and _ skin 
up the knees of those stopping it. It 
would involve removing credit reserves 
from commercial banks. And it would 
bring down the value of Gavernment 
bonds. What is being sought is authority 
to lend to Peter and refuse Paul. What 
the President means is that he wants the 


Board to be able to refuse credit to indi-— 


viduals and companies and yet provide 
credit to support the Government issues. 
It isn’t practical. | 

4. Request to regulate commodity ex- 
changes. This sounds good, but, as long 
“as Government support of price structure 
exists, is not practical. The future mar- 
kets have been below the cash market in 
the past and are now near the Govern- 
ment guarantee price. 

5 and 7. Request for authority to ration 
the few items of raw materials and foods 
which affect prices. This is, in effect, 
what we are seeing now in other markets, 
such as the automobile. There the new 
cars sell for much less than the same car 


in the free market. Cars go to the best 
customers. Rationing of a few items is 
not possible, as our rationing system re- 
vealed. 

6. Request for strengthening of rent 
control. This must be tied in with another 
recommendation, outside the eight points, 
for passage of the Taft-Ellender Housing 
Bill. The facts are that builders are tak- 
ing advantage of Government loans and 
are building as much housing as the labor 
and materials market will stand. Indeed, 
they are building more. The competition 
for labor and materials has driven up the 
costs. It is true that most builders, in 
order to get larger loans, are building 
two-bedroom apartments instead of one- 
bedroom apartments which could rent for 
less. We probably will have empty two- 
bedroom apartments and thousands of per- 
sons doubled up because they can’t pay 
for them. But, passage of the bill to pro- 
vide more money for building would put 
more money in competition for already 
short supply of labor and materials. 

8. Request for price control of scarce 
commodities. The President spoke truth- 
fully of increased production not bring- 
ing down prices. What we have is a crisis, 
not of excess production, but of excess 
money. Everything that is being produced 
is being bought. And the demand persists. 

The large producing corporations are 
showing large profits after taxes. But, 
what escapes the attention of those who 
focus only on the obvious, is that these 
profits are of necessity being poured 
into expansion of plant and machine to 
meet the demand. 

Meanwhile, corporations in other fields 
and independent businesses are being 
squeezed, and badly so. The argument 
of many unions here is revealed as one- 
sided. If a plant works for 24 hours a day, 
which is overtime, the plant should be. al- 
lowed an overtime return just as an em- 
ployee is paid for overtime past the eight- 
hour day. The depreciation continues on 


plants and machines. Profits on sales are 


down. Many independent businesses, not 
in the business of producing essential 
items or badly needed consumer goods, 
are suffering equally along with their 
fixed-income employees. 

There isn’t any cure-all. Obviously, the 
nation must do something to avoid an 
economic, crash. And certainly an eco- 
nomic crash will come if prices and wages 
continue their frightening upward spiral. 

We do not view the President’s eight 
points as the answer. There are half- 
truths and quarter-truths in them. But 
the one whole truth he did present was 
that the American people are worried and 
increasingly alarmed and that a depres- 
sion will cut the feet from beneath us 
at home and abroad where our interests 
are equally vital.

bench three months earlier than he originally planned in order to start the next scholastic year with 
Emory in September—will give to the law students the benefit of one of the longest experiences, if 
not the longest, in Georgia history on the high courts. 


Unopposed for many, many years, Justice 
Jenkins served on the Court of Appeals for 20 
years and the Supreme Court for 12 years. After 
he announced some months ago that he would 
retire at the end of his present term, an un- 
successful move was launched to try to get him 
to reconsider, since it was felt his experience 
was a valuable asset to the court. 


Justice Jenkins’ earlier retirement makes 
it possible for Acting Gov. Thompson to ap- 
point a member of the Court for four 
months. Two candidates are seeking the 
next full term. They are Superior Court 
Judge Harold Hawkins, of Marietta, and At- 
torney Joe Quillian, of Winder. 


It would be our guess that Judge Hawkins 
will be appointed to fill Judge Jenkins’ brief 
unexpired term. Mr. Quillian has been sitting 
on the stage at the Talmadge speakings, and his 
young law partner, Ernest Vandiver, Jr., has 
been appointed Talmadge’s campaign manafgeér. 
Thus, it would be natural for Acting Gov. 
Thompson tc offer the opening to Judge 
Hawkins. 

However, Quillian has some friends high up 
in the Thompson circle. 

The appointment doesn’t carry with it the 
title of Chief Justice. Under the new Consti- 
tution, the Associate Justices elect the Chief Jus- 
tice from among their members. Justice Henry 
Duckworth is the Presiding Justice, second rank- 
ing to Chief Justice, at present. The Court might 
possibly delay naming a Chief Justice until after 
the election, so that the newly elected member 
could have a.voice in selecting him. 


Speaking of the courts, the threats by 
some angry members of the General Assem- 
bly to take revenge on some of the Asso- 
clate Justices for ruling with Thompson in 
the gubernatorial case failed to materialize. 


At that time, one solon shouted from the 
House floor that “We'll shoot them down 
like clay pigeons.” But entries closed in this 
year’s primary with Associate Justice W. Y. 
Atkinson, an outstanding member of the 

Court who was slated to be the No. 1 vic- 

tim, getting by without opposition. 

Judge August Roan, of Decatur, is doing 
much of his campaigning from the platform of 
Talmadge as he seeks to replace Judge J. M. C., 
Townsend on the Court of Appeals. Townsend 
was named to this Court by Thompson. Judge 
Jule Felton is being returned to his seat on the 
Court without opposition. 


WITH THE automobile accident taking Her- 
man Talmadge off the speaking stump for a few 
days, the Talmadge headquarters are taking ad- 
vantage of the popularity won at the recent 
Democratic National Convention by Charles 
Bloch, of Macon, and Georgia’s new National 
Committeeman Robert Elliott, of Columbus. Both 
are fine speakers, as shown at Philadelphia 
where they waged fights on the convention floor 
for the nomination of Sen. Russell for President 
in protest over President Truman’s so-called civil 
rights program, and for restoration of the two- 
thirds rule which would revive the South’s pow- 
erful influence in the party.

““. « « Communism is another phasis of false 

principles apparent in our day. It is built upon 

eae the old error of the omnipotence of Government 

In its powers and its duties—and starts with the position that every 
citizen is entitled to a support from the Government... .” 


That brave sentence is from a very long and somewhat tedious 
address delivered to the reunion of the class of 1848, University 
of South Carolina, in the Fall of 1853 by a W. R. Taber. of Columbia. 

I find him and his address in the “Southern Quarterly Review” 
of January, 1854. I bring him and his speech in here because of 
the relationship of his remarks to our controversy of today. 


Mr. Taber was concerned, and reflected the concern 
of his State and region, over the public opinion in the 
North and the fact that the Southern position was slowly but 
surely being outweighed. 

Alarmed at the argument by politicians and writers in the 
North that the Federal Government itself had the power to declare 
Slavery at an end, Mr. Taber said: 

‘In our judgment, Congress has no such powers, but the advo- 
cacy of them by intelligent men shows what perils hang over the 
destinies of the South.” 

Insisting the Constitution forbade it, but Plainly seeing the 
tps, Mr. Taber sought, even as some seek today, “for some place 
oO go.” 


Course Natsepye M he said to the class but five vears out of col- 
ege and bul seven years away from war, “helpless 
ness as a minority will characterize our position, . In this state 
of things there is just one course for the Southern States to pur 
sue in order to preserve their existence from the aggressive in- 
terference of Congress. Her statesmen must play between the 
parties at the North, and by casting their strength upon one side 
or the other, give the predominance to that party which will 
shield them. But even this resort must be but temporary... .” 

Mr. Taber concluded there was no place to go but out of the 
Union or to war. He was unhappy, frustrated and without hope. 
This was in 1854, but aside from the old-fashioned flavor of his 
words and phrases, the very same words and thoughts echo today 
from many regions of the South. 


| Despair Mr. Taber, looking ahead, saw only “despair.” He re- 


called the but lately dead John C, Calhoun, and with 
great prophetic gift, said: 

“He (Calhoun) turned to the future—to posterity; but even 
posterity, if its voice has been already heard, will be as false 
to his fame and principles as his living contemporaries.” 

Calhoun had died in despair. His last words were: 

_ “The South, the poor South; God knows what will become of 
7” 

Our problem today is not a new one, but an old one. 

almost as old as the Republic itself. 


It is 


States’ Rights A few years after Mr. Taber’s erudite talk, war 


came. There was a certain glory in it, but 
“despair” came after it. And there is a quality of the same sort 
of “despair” in all that is said and done today. 

States’ rights, as such, all but disappeared with the War Be- 
tween the States. Incidentally, I have never quite understood why 
there is objection to calling it a civil war. It was a war fought 
over the great question of constitutional civil law. The Fourteenth 
Amendment established a new citizenship — citizenship of the 
United States. Before that, all persons had been merely citizens 
of the respective States. The anrendment, too, established citizen- 
ship rights. 

After that war the Southern people were Jim Crowed, disfran- 
chised, deprived of all their civil rights. No more cruel and tragic 
chapter of oppression came out of the-recent war, all things being 
relative. That is all true. Yet, it is a part of the past, bitter 
and hard, but it can only remain in the past. 


Slavery This whole problem has been moving, slowly but in- 
exorably, resolving itself. Washington, who was the 
father of liberty, was a slave owner. Jefferson, who wrote the 
Declaration of Independence, was a slave owner and sought to 
abolish slavery in the Constitution, but said that in his judgment 
the Negro could never have political equality. Lincoln headed 
the great force of emancipation, but was emphatic in his belief 
the Negro could not and should not be allowed to achieve political 
or even economic equality. Today those positions seem to date 
almost to the dark ages, as the aftermath of two great wars work 
their changes on politics and economics. 

What we chiefly see is that after the Fourteenth Amendment, 
into which many States were coerced, but which changes that Con- 
stitutional section not at all, public opinion has changed the status. 
Not laws. The weight of national public opinion today is against 
the South. But it is not yet as overwhelming as it was in 1860. 
Or even in 1854. The slow change will go on. The South cannot 
entirely stop it. We could even now, although it is late, mold 
it more nearly to our ideas by giving to the Negro his full con- 
stitutional rights. Our refusal to do that, or to recognize that, 
largely has brought us to our present state. And even now, 
cities and counties and States go ahead with schoo] and welfare 
plans which are vulnerable to legal attacks. 

I can see no other path save the right path; no “fight” to be 
made save in Congress through constitutional channels. Fools 
cry “‘war,” as they did in Taber’s time. Our plan to withhold 
electoral votes is, like Taber’s plan, but “temporary.” The South- 
we came in before. Perhaps the Gossett plan will be the ultimate 
solution—electoral votes on a basis of strength in each State—not 
just on the majority.

Voting for President in Georgia 


Surely the Democratic Party authorities in Georgia are not going 
to name only electors for President who are pledged to vote against 
President Truman, g 

If they do, they will thereby disfranchise voters in Georgia who 
may want to vote for Mr. Truman. This is so because under the 
archaic laws for electing a President, the vote is actually for elec- 
tors who will elect the President and is not for any candidate for 
the office. 

The Constitution of the United States merely provides that each 
State shall appoint electors, in such manner as the Legislature may 
direct, and that such electors shall elect the President. 

In compliance with this constitutional provision, the General 
Asesmbly of Georgia has directed by law that electors be chosen on 
the election day provided bv Congress for choosing electors. This 
law says nothing about candidates for President and it is not even 
legally necessary that the name of any candidate appear on the 
ballot. 

The practice has been that the Democratic Party authorities 
name the electors who are to be voted for and that the electors so 
named are tacitly pledged to vote for the Party nominees for Presi- 
dent and Vice President, whose names have been printed on the 
ballot carying the names of th. electors. In this way by common 
consent the people of th. State have had a voice in the election 
of a President. 


Defection ocratic Party on the civil rights issue, it is suggested 
that the State Democratic Executive Committee name electors to 
be voted on in the Novembe. election, who shall be pledged to vote 
against Truman, and that n other electors be named on the Demo- 
cratic ticket in the presidential election.

Warning to Free Enterprise 


WASHINGTON—This is a simple story of cause and effect. 


In its Phila- 


delphia convention platform the new Henry Wallace Progressive Party advocated 
a program of public ownership as a means of breaking “the grip of monopoly” on 
our economy, specifying that “as a first step, the largest banks, the railroads, | 


y ae 


3 the Merchant Marine, the electric power and gas industry, and industries pri- 
Gent on Government funds or Government purchases must be placed under public 


pen 
ownership.” The smug retort of those unacquainted with the extent of private monopoly would 
likely be that that is just a bunch of radicals representing nobody in particular who were put up 
to such a program by the Communist element entrenched in the Party’s management. Maybe so. 


But simultaneously here in Washington the 
Federal Trade Commission, after exhaustive in- 
vestigation, issued a report showing just how 
threatening the grip of monopoly is today. By 
an array of statistics it reveals the very rapid 
acceleration of concentration of industry into 
fewer and fewer giant corporations. For ex- 
ample, since 1940, 2,450 formerly independent 
manufacturing and mining companies with as- 
sets aggregating $5,200,000,000 have disappeared, 
been gobbled up into bigger corporations. The 
report is studded with many similarly disturb- 
ing evidences of danger to the free, competitive 
system. It concludes with this solemn warning: 


“No great stretch of the imagination is 
required to foresee that if nothing is done 
' te check the growth of concentration, either 
giant corporations will ultimately take over 
the country, or the Government will be 
impelled te step in and impose some form 
ef direct regulation in the public interest. 
In either event, collectivism will have tri- 
umphed over free enterprise, and the theory 
of competition will have been relegated to 
the limbo of well-intentioned but ineffec- 
tive ideals. 


“This is a warning which the Commission

has repeated time and again, and one which 
some of those who have most to gain by preser- 


vation of competition seem determined to ig- | 


nore.” 

It is the ignoring of this development, the 
failure of stewardship by some of our biggest 
businessmen, that provokes such attitudes by 
third political parties. It might be remembered, 
too, that Great Britain already is well into the 
process that the Wallaceites recommend. 

Despite repeated urging by the Commission, 
again in its business merger and concentration 
of industry report, Congress has failed to plug 
up a loophole by which these mergers are ef- 
fected. Section 7 of the Clayton Anti-Trust Act 
forbids mergers of a monopolistic character 
through purchase by one company of the stock 
of another. But for many years corporations 
have got around this by purchase of assets 
which are not specifically covered by the Act, 
but monopolies thus created are certainly in 
violation of its intent and spirit. 

If Republicans and Democrats meant what 
they said in their platforms about the increasing

Adah Menken went to work when she was 11 
ss a dancing girl in an opera company. While 
tripping with fantastic lightness through Cuba 
and Mexico, she taught herself French, Spanish 
and Greek, and at 13, during a two-week layoff, 
translated Homer’s “Iliad.” 

At 18, already divorced from her first hus- 
band, Adah made the headlines with her bland 
claim that she had been kidnaped and wooed by 
an Indian chief. According to her story, a horse 
had thrown her and knocked her unconscious. 
When she came to, she found herself in a wig- 
wam in the arms of an Indian brave.* She 
squawked, but apparently not too loudly be- 
cause she was made a member of the tribe 
and fed antelope meat for three weeks before 
she managed to escape. 

Soon after this undocumented escapde, she 
married a music master, divorced him and wrote 
a book of poetry. And then married and di- 
vaorced John C. Heenan, a bare-knuckle heavy- 
weight boxing champ of America. 


So far, so bad. When she was 26, she ap- 
peared in a play called “Mazeppa.” Playing 
the male lead, this curvaceous cutie was 
stripped of her clothing by the villain and 
lashed to a horse. When the audience got a 
good look at the charms:of this male imper- 
sonator, it gave out with the first wolf calls 
ever heard in an American theater. From then 
on, the show played to packed houses in every 
city where the constabulary agreed to look 


the other way. 


Adah’s popularity made it possible for her 
te pick her playmates and boy, how this liter- 
_ gry-minded lass picked them! Mark Twain was 
so taken with her talents that he took to hang- 
ing around the stage door, and even Walt

Whitman and Henry Wadsworth Longfellow 
sat at her shapely feet. Adah made merry with 
an occasional statesman, but her real yen was 
for the boys with the by-lines. 


After meeting most of our prominent pencil 
pushers, the stripteuse took her show to Europe. 
There, for prestige purposes, she exchanged 
curtsies with Napoleon III, the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, Prince Oscar of Sweden and the King 
of Greece. But her more serious moments were 
reserved for the big names in literature. Dick- 
ens was one of her pen pals, Rossetti another. 


Before leaving London in 1866, she announced 
to the press, “Alexandre Dumas shall be my lov- 
er.” The day after “Mazeppa” opened in Paris, 
she moved her bags into Alex’s apartment, and 
to celebrate, went out and bought a camera. 

Back in London, one evening Adah decided 
she’d like to be kissed. by Swinburne, whom 
she had never met. Ten hours later she thanked 
the poet for the kippers. Twenty hours later, 
snapshots of the love birds were being peddled 
on the streets of London, and with every com- 
plete set the buyer receivd a copy of “Dolorida,” 
a passionate bit of rhyming which the sonnet- 
eer had dedicated to Adah. 


The following year our shutter-happy hero- 
ine publishea a book of her own poems, and 
for years, if the record isn’t fibbing, these Kin- 
seyesque couplets were a best seller. 


Adah Menken died in Paris in 1868 with 
Longfellow at her bedside. With one of her 
last dozen breaths, she said her only regret 
was that she had never met Edgar Allan Poe. 
‘When the lawyers figured up her estate, they 
were amazed at the size of the fortune left 
by the kiss-and-click girl.
